McDermo tt apparently wo n priso n priv ileg es 
by g o o d co nduct in recent y ears that co uld no t 
safely be g ranted to any priso ner o f his ty pe. 
He was a pro fessio nal g unman 28 y ears ag o 
when he was co nv icted o n 
a 
first-deg ree 
mu rder charg e fo r his part in the killing o f Do n 
R. Mellett, edito r o f The Canto n Daily News. 
He was a hard case in priso n. No matter 
ho w g o o d his priso n co nduct may hav e been in 
the last 20 y ears, no thing in his lifetime reco rd 
justified less than max imum security in his han­ 
dling as a priso ner o f Ohio . 
By hindsig ht, the co st and tro uble o f g etting 
him back under lo ck and key will be far 
g reater than the precuatio ns that sho uld hav e 
been taken to make sure he stay ed under lo ck 
and key . 


Ohio Enters the 20th Century 
The o pening o f the first sectio n o f the Ohio 
Turnpike—22 miles westward fro m the Penn­ 
sy lv ania Turnpike—is the state’s sy mbo lic en­ 
trance into the 20th century , as far as hig h­ 
way s are co ncerned. 
The new turnpike is Ohio ’s first mo dern ro ad 
—a fo retaste o f what must co me during the 
nex t g eneratio n to keep the » state abreast o f 
new hig h-speed, hig h-safety ro ads in Pennsy l­ 
v ania, New Jersey and New Yo rk. 
The distance Ohio has fallen behind in ro ad- 
building has been dramatized dismally fo r the 
last few y ears by the transitio n fro m the Penn­ 
sy lv ania Turnpike to a ho rse-and-bug g y sectio n 
o f hig hway at 
the Ohio bo rder. This bo ttleneck 
will be eliminated by the first sectio n o f the 
new turnpike. 
By nex t Octo ber, the turnpike will be finished 
acro ss the breadth o f Ohio . By 
19 5 7, there will 
be a mo dern hig hway sy stem all the way to 
Chicag o . By 
19 75 there will be a mo dern hig h­ 
way sy stem o n ev ery main ro ute o f trav el in 
the United States. 
The 20th century o f hig hway desig n canno t 
be po stpo ned any lo ng er—no t with mo re than 
6 0 millio n v ehicles pushing it into ex istence. 
Ev ery Ohio an who has driv en o v er o ne o f 
the new mo dern ro ads has been aware o f the de­ 
ficit in his slat’s facilities. It is o f slig ht impo r­ 
tan ce whether the ro ads are built with inco me 
fro m tax es o r to lls. It is o f the g reatest impo r­ 
tance that they be built. 
Ohio is taking its rig htful place in the parade 
o f hig hway pro g ress. The pio neer state in the 
o rig inal g o o d ro ads mo v ement no w has beco me 
the first state west o f the Appalachians to jo in 
America’s new hig h-speed, hig h-safety hig hway 
sy stem. 


Emo tio n—which means feeling 
instead o f thinking —seems to hav e 
beco me do minant o n bo th sides 
no t o nly o utside but inside the Sen­ 
ate in dealing with the dispu.e o v ­ 
er the “censure” o f Sen. Mcarthy . 
This co rrespo ndent has just o b­ 
tained a co py o f a letter written

“My answer depends

whether I appro ach the questio n 
purely emo tio nally o r critically as 
a lawy er. In my o pinio n, 
th e 
trag ic difficulty with the who le Mc­ 
Carthy pro blem is that it is being 
judg ed and debated purely emo ­ 
tio nally and o pinio nately and, co n­ 
sequently , the basic issues are 
co mpletely ig no red. McCarthy has 
made himself perso nally the issue. 
His o ppo nents hav e jo ined issue o n 
McCarthy , the indiv idual. B o t h 
hav e lo st sig ht o f the principles 
inv o lv ed and hence the mess. Once 
y o u fo rsake principles fo r perso ns 
y o u find y o urself inv o lv ed in an 
emo tio nal chao s. 
“Perso nally , I ho ld no brief fo r 
McCarthy as a persin. I think he 
has been built up as a Franken­ 
stein by his adv ersaries. T h e y 
hav e g iv en him a public sig nifi­ 
cance that he perso nally do es no t 
warrant and nev er co uld h a v e 
acquired by his o wn effo rts. 
••• 
'AS A LAWYER, I am fearful 
that the present pro ceeding s will 
resu lt in fundamental inno v atio ns 
in Senate pro cedure by establish­ 
ing 
new 
precedents, 
departing 
fro m time - ho no red pro cedures, 
which will affect adv ersely the dig ­ 
nity and effectiv eness o f the Sen­ 
ate. I do n’t believ e McCarthy , as 
an indiv idual, is wo rth this sac­ 
rifice o f principle and precedent. 
Let me ex plain: Ex aming the 
Watkins repo rt—and that repo rt 
Is the o nly issue no w befo re the 
Senate—McCarthy is a perso n and 
as a senato r has no t been put in 
issue by the Watkins repo rt and 
co uld no t be, as that is a questio n 
so lely fo r the electo rate o f the 
so v ereig n State o f Wisco nsin. 
“First If McCarthy refused to 
accept the ‘inv itatio n’ o f a Senate 
co mmittee to appear ’if he cho se/ 
as the Watkins repo rt co ncedes, 
that canno t be co ntempt. Co ntempt 
is a technical o ffense—the refusal 
to co mply with the v alid o rders o r 
subpo ena o f a co mmittee o r the 
refusal to answer leg ally co mpe­ 
tent questio ns. There is no thing 
mandato ry abo ut an inv itatio n, and 
a refusal to acctpt an inv itatio n 
canno t be a co ntempt. 


Department o f Justice under Dem­ 
o cratic and Republican administra­ 
tio ns with the finding that no ev i­ 
dence o f leg al v io latio ns 
w e r e 
fo und. McCarthy made full disclo s­ 
ure to bo th ag encies. Furthermo re, 
failure to pro perly repo rt and pay 
inco me tax es is a crime o v e r 
which the Department o f Justice 
ha^ ex clusiv e jurisdictio n. 
“Seco nd: 
McCarthy has used

ex amples o f ev en mo re unrestrain­ 
ed lang uag e being used by many 
senato rs. If such lang uag e be made 
a punishable o ffense, then all o f­ 
fending senato rs sho uld be similar­ 
ly cited fo r censure. They hav e 
no t been. Why Because up to no w 
such undesired lang uag e has no t 
been an o ffense ag ainst any law

surable’ lang uag e is being used by 
sev eral senato rs seeming ly witho ut 
any disappro v al. 


“MANY, MANY sento rs h a v e 
and are co nstantly no t ‘accepting 
such inv itatio ns.” If that is co n­ 
tempt, why no t try all o ffenders 
fo r the same o ffense? Do we want 
to set the precedent that any sena­ 
to r must testify befo re a co mmit* 
te if inv ited to do so ? If so , why 
no t chang e the Senate rules? Ev ­ 
en if no w chang ed, y o u co uld no t 
co ndemn McCarthy ex po st facto , 
as that certainly is no t the rule o r 
practice o f the Senate up to no w. 
“Furthermo re, the subject mat­ 
ter abo ut which McCarthy was ‘in­ 
v ited’ to testify was in his o wn 
inco me tax returns and in his use o f 
his po litical co ntributio ns. 
B o 
t h 
hav e been inv estig ated by the Bu­ 
reau o f Internal Rev enue and the

“THE FACT that all these prin­ 
ciples o f o ur law and traditio nal 
pro cedures will be rejected, just to 
‘censure’—slap the wrist—o f a per­ 
so nally disliked perso n is a care­ 
less rejectio n o f practice and an 
ex po st facto judg ment—to be ap­ 
plied 
ag ainst o ne perso n,

ag ainst all similar o ffenders. This 
wo uld be a g o v ernment o f men, 
no matter what men o r why , no t 
laws. 
“Remember, the Watkins repo rt 
charg es no crime ag ainst McCar­ 
thy . If a crime has been co m­ 
mitted, it is the duty o f the Senate 
to repo rt the same to the Depart­ 
ment o f Justice, no t just spank the 
o ffender. Furthermo re, censure is 
a futile and inno cuo us remedy be­ 
cause it acco mplishes no thing .

In this 
land o f central heating and auto ­ 
mo bile heaters that functio n flaw­ 
lessly , it’s alway s po ssible to g et 
warm when the weather turns 
co o l. But it still is a neat trick to 
g et co o l when the weather turns 
ho t. No v ember — befo re winter 
starts in earnest — is a g o o d v a­ 
catio n mo nth, especially fo r v a­ 
catio ners who aim to reach po ints 
o f interest in the middle latitudes. 
Trav eling is being made easier 
mo nth by mo nth by the fast-g ro w­ 
ing mo tel industry . Fo rtunately , 
v isual appeal is its sto ck in trade— 
fo rtunately because this is adding 
hundreds o f attractiv e sto pping 
places to the ro adside scene. 
Variety and co mpetitio n pro v ide

The weakest will g o 
thro ug h the wring er, and ev en that 
may no t be to o g rim because o f 
the larg e number o f small enter­ 
prises run by families o n a sea­ 
so nal basis io r pin mo ney . They ’ll 
be hard to kno ck o ff. 
It’s my g uess Americans hav e 
o nly beg un to trav el by car. The 
new hig hway s are g o ing to let the 
to urist o f to mo rro w co v er twice as 
much distance in the same time 
with half as much v .ear and tear o n 
his car, his dispo sitio n and his 
family . 
This is because the new hig h­ 
way s are desig ned fo r auto mo biles 
instead o f o x carts and ho rse-drawn 
wag o ns. With few ex ceptio ns, o ur 
ex isting ro ads are little mo re than 
hard-surfaced v ersio ns o f o rig inal 
trails marked o ut b} the pio neers 
and early settlers. 
The new ro ads are desig ned fo r 
the functio n they perfo rm. They 
are meant to be driv en o n at hig h 
sustained speeds by hig h - speed 
auto mo biles. So me day , it will be 
po ssible to trav el all the way fro m 
the Atlantic to the Pacific o n 20th 
century hig hway s. 
When that happens, three weeks 
wo n’t be a day to o much to see 
America first in No v ember.

’Shocks' Lausche 


Ohio Chief Justice 
Announces Resignation 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (Jfl — Gov . 
Frank J. Lausche yesterday said 
he hoped Chief Justice Carl V. 
Wegandt of the Ohio Supreme 
Court would reconsider his an­ 
nounced resignation, 
“I hope it’s not true,’* 
t h e 
gov ernor said. 
“If it is, the news is shocking 
and griev ing. Recognizing the im­ 
portance of his past excellent work 
as chief justice for the past' 22 
years, I hope he will reconsider! 
his decision/’ 
The chief justice announced his 
resignation, effectiv e Jan. 1, to 
newsmen and in a prepared state- 
j 
ment cited three “ compelling” rea­ 
sons for leav ing the high court. 
They were: (1) Absence from 
home while his wife is ill; 2) an 
increase 
in 
the 
administrativ e 
work load as well as the writing 
of opinions; 3) failure of 
th e 
Legislature to raise Supreme Court 
j 
judge salaries to a point com­ 
parable with other state officials. 
Regarding his wife’s ill-health.: 
the 66-year-old chief justice said, 
“I should not be away, and do not 
j 
want to be.” 
The v eteran jurist, in his sixth 
4-year term, said administrativ e 
work in his post takes more than 
a third of his time. 
He cited the “exhausting” dif­ 
ficulties of campaigning, notably 
since he accepts no campaign con­ 
tributions. 
The chief justice said assignment 
of judges to other courts has be­ 
come difficult, and stemmed from 
resignations of common pleas and 
probate court judges, and judges 
who refused to seek reelection. 
“In most instances this was due 
to inadequate salaries and the lack 
of a judicial retirement system,” 
he said. 
Supreme Court judges salaries 
were raised from $12,000 to $16,000, 
and that of the chief justice from 
$12,600 to $16,500 in 1951. 
Howev er, Chief Justice Weygandt 
and Judge William Hart still re­ 
ceiv e the lower salaries because 
they hav e not been reelected since 
the pay raises went into effect 
The jurist said he h a d 
no t 
decided what work he would pur­ 
gue after the retirement date. 
“I may re-enter the practice of 
law or I may engage in educational 
work as I did years ago when 
earning money to go to college and 
later to law school. 
“There are many reasons why I 
sincerely regret to resign from the 
office of chief justice. 
“Nev ertheless, after v iewing the 
matter realistically and conscienti­ 
ously, this seems to be the course 
I should follow.” 
Gov . Lausche gav e no indication 
when he would appoint a succesábr 
to the chief justice, whose term 
runs through Jan. 1, 1957.
